AN ACT in relation to vehicles.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Illinois Vehicle Code is anmended by
changing Sections 3-412 and 3-414 and adding Sections
3-405.3, 3-405.4, and 3-814.4 as foll ows:

(625 1 LCS 5/ 3-405. 3 new)

Sec. 3-405.3. Application for fleet vehicles.

(a) An owner engaged in operating a fleet of notor

vehicles of the first division in this State or a fleet of

second division vehicles operated intrastate nmay reqgi ster and

license the fleet for operations in this State by filing an

application statenent with the Secretary of State, signed

under penalties of perjury, which shall be in the form and

contain the information required by the Secretary of State.

First division vehicles reqistered under this Section must be

registered in accordance with the fees prescribed in Section

3-806 of this Code. Second division vehicles registered under

this Section nust be registered in accordance with the fees

prescribed in Section 3-815 of this Code.

(b) Participation in the fleet reqgistration plan may be

acconplished only by entering into a contractual agreenent

with the Secretary. The applicant nust have el ectronic data

i nterchange capabilities. The Secretary shall in his or her

di scretion determi ne other qualifications for fleet owners to

register under this paragraph. I n making the determ nation,

the Secretary shall consider the size of the fleet and the

past history of the reqi strant.

Sec 3-405.4. Audits. In addition to audit authority set
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forth in Section 2-124 of this Code, the Secretary of State

may audit the registration plates and the inventory of

credentials of any fleet owner participating in the fleet

reqgi strati on pl an.

Sec. 3-412. Registration pl at es and regi stration
stickers to be furnished by the Secretary of State.

(a) The Secretary of State upon registering a vehicle
subject to annual registration for the first tine shal
i ssue or shall cause to be issued to the owner one
registration plate for a notorcycle, trailer, semtrailer,
notori zed pedalcycle or truck-tractor, 2 registration plates
for other nmotor vehicles and, where applicable, current
regi stration stickers for notor vehicles of +the first
di vi si on. The provisions of this Section may be nmade
applicable to such vehicles of the second division, as the
Secretary of State may, fromtine to tinme, in his discretion
desi gnate. On subsequent annual registrations during the term
of the registration plate as provided in Section 3-414.1, the
Secretary shall issue or cause to be issued registration
stickers as evidence of current registration. However, the
i ssuance of annual registration stickers to vehi cl es
regi stered under the provisions of Sections Seetten 3-402.1

and 3-405.3 of this Code may not be required if the Secretary

deens the issuance unnecessary.

(b) Every registration plate shall have displayed upon
it the registration nunber assigned to the vehicle for which
it is issued, the name of this State, which my be
abbrevi ated, the year nunber for which it was issued, which
may be abbreviated, the phrase "Land of Lincoln"; (except as
otherwise provided in this Code) Seettons--3-626;-3-629;

3- 633; - 3- 634; - 3- 6375 - 3- 638; - and-3- 642, and such other letters

or nunbers as the Secretary nmay prescribe. However, for
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apportionnment plates issued to vehicles registered under

Section 3-402.1 and fleet plates i ssued to vehi cl es

regi stered under Section 3-405.3, the phrase "Land of

Lincoln" nay be omtted to allow for the word "apportioned",

the word "fleet", or other simlar |anguage to be displ ayed.

Regi stration plates issued to a vehicle reqgistered as a fl eet

vehicl e may di spl ay a designation deternmined by the

The Secretary may in his discretion prescribe that
letters be used as prefixes only on registration plates
i ssued to vehicles of the first division which are registered
under this Code and only as suffixes on registration plates
i ssued to other vehicles. Every registration sticker issued
as evidence of current registration shall designate the year
nunber for which it is issued and such other letters or
nunbers as the Secretary may prescribe and shall be of a
contrasting color wth t he regi stration pl at es and
regi stration stickers of the previous year.

(c) Each registration plate and the required letters and
nunmerals thereon, except the year nunber for which issued,
shall be of sufficient size to be plainly readable from a
di stance of 100 feet during daylight, and shall be coated
with reflectorizing material. The dinensions of the plate
issued to vehicles of the first division shall be 6 by 12
i nches.

(d) The Secretary of State shall issue for every
passenger notor vehicle rented without a driver the sane type
of registration plates as the type of plates issued for a
private passenger vehicle.

(e) The Secretary of State shall issue for every
passenger car used as a taxicab or livery, distinctive
regi stration plates.

(f) The Secretary of State shall issue for every

notorcycle distinctive registration plates distinguishing
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between notorcycles having 150 or nore cubic centineters
pi ston di splacenent, or having | ess than 150 cubic centi neter
pi ston di spl acenent.

(g Registration plates issued to vehicles for-hire may
display a designation as determned by the Secretary that
such vehicles are for-hire.

(h) The Secretary of State shall issue for each electric
vehi cl e di stinctive regi stration pl at es whi ch shal
di stinguish between electric vehicles having a maxi mum
operating speed of 45 mles per hour or nore and those having
a maxi num operating speed of less than 45 mles per hour.

(1) The Secretary of State shall issue for every public
and private anbul ance registration plates identifying the
vehicle as an anbul ance. The Secretary shall forward to the
Department of Public Ald registration information for the
purpose of verification of clains filed with the Departnent
by anbul ance owners for paynent for services to public
assi stance reci pi ents.

(j) The Secretary of State shall issue for every public

and private nedical «carrier or rescue vehicle livery
registration plates displaying nunbers wthin ranges of
nunbers reserved respectively for nedical carriers and rescue
vehi cl es. The Secretary shall forward to the Departnent of
Public A d registration information for the purpose of
verification of clains filed with the Departnent by owners of
medi cal carriers or rescue vehicles for paynent for services
to public assistance recipients.

Sec. 3-414. Expiration of registration.
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(a) Every vehicle registration under this Chapter and
every regi stration card and regi stration pl ate or
registration sticker issued hereunder to a vehicle shall be
for the periods specified in this Chapter and shall expire at
m dni ght on the day and date specified in this Section as
fol |l ows:

1. \Wen regi stered on a calendar year basis
comenci ng January 1, expiration shall be on the 31st day
of Decenber or at such other date as may be selected in
the discretion of the Secretary of State; however,
regi strations of apportionable vehicles, notorcycles,
nmotor driven cycles and pedal cycl es shall comrence on the
first day of April and shall expire March 31st of the
foll ow ng cal endar year;

2. \Wen registered on a 2 calendar year basis
commenci ng January 1 of an even-nunbered year, expiration
shall be on the 31st day of Decenber of the ensuing
odd- nunbered year, or at such other |later date as may be
selected in the discretion of the Secretary of State not
beyond March 1 next;

3. Wien registered on a fiscal year basi s
comencing July 1, expiration shall be on the 30th day of
June or at such other later date as may be selected in
the discretion of the Secretary of State not beyond
Septenber 1 next;

4. \Wen registered on a 2 fiscal vyear basis
commencing July 1 of an even-nunbered year, expiration
shall be on the 30th day of June of the ensuing
even- nunbered year, or at such other |later date as may be
selected in the discretion of the Secretary of State not
beyond Septenber 1 next;

5. When registered on a 4 fiscal year basi s
commencing July 1 of an even-nunbered year, expiration

shall be on the 30th day of June of the second ensuing
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even- nunbered year, or at such other |later date as may be

selected in the discretion of the Secretary of State not

beyond Septenber 1 next;

(b) Vehicle registrations of vehicles of the first
division shall be for a calendar year or 2 calendar year
basis as provided for in this Chapter.

Vehicle registrations of vehicles under Sections 3-807,
3-808 and 3-809 shall be on an indefinite termbasis or a 2
cal endar year basis as provided for in this Chapter.

Vehicle registrations for vehicles of the second division
shall be for a fiscal year, 2 fiscal year or cal endar year
basis as provided for in this Chapter.

Motor vehicles registered wunder the provi si ons of

Secti ons Seet i on 3-402.1 and 3-405.3 shall be issued

mul ti-year registration plates with a new registration card
i ssued annual ly wupon paynent of the appropriate fees.
Apportionabl e trailers and apportionabl e semtrailers
regi stered under the provisions of Section 3-402.1 shall Dbe
issued multi-year registration plates and cards that will be
subject to revocation for failure to pay annual fees required
by Section 3-814.1. The Secretary shall determ ne when these
vehi cl es shall be issued new registration plates.

(c) Every vehicle registration specified in Section
3-810 and every registration card and registration plate or
regi stration sticker issued thereunder shall expire on the
31st day of Decenber of each year or at such other date as
may be selected in the discretion of the Secretary of State.

(d) Every vehicle registration for a vehicle of the
second division weighing over 8,000 pounds, except as
provided in paragraph (g) of this Section, and every
registration card and registration plate or registration
sticker, where applicable, issued hereunder to such vehicles
shall be issued for a fiscal year commencing on July 1st of

each registration year. However, the Secretary of State may,
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pursuant to an agreenent or arrangenent or declaration
providing for apportionnment of a fleet of vehicles with other
jurisdictions, provide for registration of such vehicles
under apportionnment or for all of the vehicles registered in
IIlinois by an applicant who registers sone of his vehicles
under apportionnment on a cal endar year basis instead, and the
fees or taxes to be paid on a cal endar year basis shall be
identical to those specified in this Act for a fiscal year
registration. Provision for installnment paynment nay also be
made.

(e) Semtrailer registrations under apportionment may be
on a cal endar year under a reciprocal agreenent or
arrangenment and all other semtrailer registrations shall be
on fiscal vyear or 2 fiscal year or 4 fiscal year basis as
provided for in this Chapter.

(f) The Secretary of State may convert annual
registration plates or 2-year registration plates, whether
registered on a calendar year or fiscal year basis, to
mul ti-year pl at es. The determnation of which plate
categories and when to convert to nulti-year plates is solely
within the discretion of the Secretary of State.

(g) After January 1, 1975, each regi stration,
registration card and registration plate or registration
sticker, where applicable, issued for a recreational vehicle
or recreational or canping trailer, except a house trailer,
used exclusively by the owner for recreational purposes, and
not used commercially nor as a truck or bus, nor for hire,
shal |l be on a cal endar year basis; except that the Secretary
of State shall provide for registration and the issuance of
regi stration cards and plates or registration stickers, where
applicable, for one 6-nonth period in order to acconplish an
orderly transition from a fiscal year to a cal endar year
basis. Fees and taxes due under this Act for a registration

year shal | be appropriately reduced for such 6-nonth
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transitional registration period.

(h) The Secretary of State may, in order to acconplish
an orderly transition for vehicles registered under Section
3-402.1 of this Code froma cal endar year registration to a
March 31st expiration, require applicants to pay fees and
t axes due under this Code on a 15 nonth registration basis.
However, if in the discretion of the Secretary of State this
creates an undue hardship on any applicant the Secretary may
allow the applicant to pay 3 nonth fees and taxes at the tine
of registration and the additional 12 nonth fees and taxes to
be payable no later than March 31 of the year after this
anendatory Act of 1991 takes effect.

(i) The Secretary of State nmay stagger registrations, of
vehicles for which multi-year plates are issued pursuant to
Section 3-414.1, as necessary for the convenience of the
public and the efficiency of his Ofice. In order to
appropriately and effectively acconplish any such staggering,
the Secretary of State is authorized to prorate required
registration fees, but in no event for a period |onger than
15 nonths, at a nonthly rate for a 12 nonth registration fee.

Sec. 3-814. 4 Regi strati on of fleet vehicles. The

Secretary nay issue fleet vehicle registration plates to

owners of vehicle fleets registered in accordance wth

Section 3-405.3 of this Code in bulk before plates are

assigned to specific vehicles. Areqistration plate nay not

be displayed on a vehicle, however, until the plate has been

activated on the Secretary's registration file and the

proper fee has been forwarded to the Secretary.

Section 99. Effective date. This Act takes effect July
1, 200S3.
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
